(b ) The Enterprises shall be registered 
with the Directorate of Industries, Trade & 
Commerce on or before 1st January , 2001, and 
should have gone into production before 
1st January, 2001. The entrepreneur shall also 
possess Enterprises Memorandum Part - II 
issued by the Directorate of Industries, Trade 
& Commerce . 


1 . Introduction.- The outstanding , 
excellence in performance and achievements 
of Micro , Small & Medium Enterprises of the 
State of Goa needs to be appreciated by the 
Government, and in recognition of the 
contributions made by the enterprises for 
industrial development, economic progress and 
generation of employment to the local 
population , a merit rating and best performer 
award needs to be conferred in the form of cash 
and Merit Certificate , to the outstanding units . 


(c ) The engineering industrial unit may be 
a Micro , Small or Medium scale industrial unit 
with factory within State of Goa and having 
its registered office in the State of Goa or 
anywhere in the Union of India . 


2. Implementation . The awards to 
entrepreneurs will be implemented by the 
Directorate of Industries, Trade & Commerce 
with effect from the year 2011-12 and will be 
in force for 5 years from the date of notification 
in the Official Gazette . 


( d ) The critical evaluation points shown in 
Annexure - I are to be answered to get merit 
rating for selection of award . Each column 
shall have maximum of ten marks. 


3. Categories of enterprises.— The awards 
shall be assigned for excellent performance 
in the respective sectors of industry which 
are classified as follows:
